Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

In  this  report  1  shall  adhere  as  strictly  as  possible  to  the  lines 
adopted  in  that  of  last  year,  and  present  you  with  a  condensed  history 
of  the  Sanitary  work  attempted  and  accomplished  during  the  past  twelve 
months.  I  must  remind  you  that  Tables  I  to  V  are  condensed  statistics 
of  my  own  arrangement,  and  that  tables  A  &  B  Local  Government  Forms 
and  A,  B  &  C,  County  Council  Forms  are  as'demanded  by  those  two  bodies. 
The  calculations  are  all  based  on  an  estimated  population  of  thirty-three 
thousand,  three  hundred  inhabitants.

Twelve  hundred  and  fifty  two  births  have  been  registered  during  the 
past  year,  viz.,  six  huudred  and  sixty  five  males  and  five  hundred  and 
eighty-seven  females.  These  numbers  on  a  population  estimated  at 
thirty-three  thousand  three  hundred,  give  us  an  annual  birth  rate  of 
37 ‘6  per  :ccc  inhabitants. 

The  births  for  1894  were  eleven  hundred  and  fifty  three  and  the 
birth  rate  was  35 ’2  per  1000  inhabitants. 
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MORTALITY  RETURNS.

Infant  mortality  again  forces  itself  very  prominently  on  our  notice. 
Three  hundred  and  forty  six  deaths  under  five  years  of  age  out  of  a 
total  of  six  hundred  and  twenty  two  have  been  registered.  I  his  is  a 
very  serious  condition  of  affairs  and  the  solution  to  the  problem  of  how 
this  waste  of  infant  life  is  to  be  prevented  does  does  not  appear  to  me 
to  be  forthcoming  in  the  near  future.  In  addition  to  the  old  conditions 
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mentioned  in  my  previous  reports,  all  of  which  conditions  still  exist,  a 
severe  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  has  been  prevalent  in  the  district  for 
the  last  eight  months  concurrent  with  which  has  been  an  epidemic  of 
Whooping  Cough,  and  during  the  last  quarter  an  epidemic  of  Measles, 
and  although  they  have  only  claimed  fifty  nine  victims  they  have  prob¬ 
ably  been  the  indirect  cause  of  a  considerably  larger  number  of 
deaths.

IN  THE  FIRST  QUARTER. 

Five  deaths  were  registered  from  notified  causes,  viz.,  four  under 
and  one  over  five  years  of  age.  Also  two  from  measles,  two  fiom 
dianhcea,  four  from  influenza,  and  two  from  whooping  cough.  Thirty- 
four  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  reported,  viz.,  eleven  under  and 
twenty  three  over  five  years  of  age. 

IN  THE  SECOND  QUARTER. 

Five  deaths  from  notified  causes  were  registered,  viz.,  three  under 
and  two  over  five  years  of  age.  Also  two  from  whooping  cough,  two 
from  diarrhoea  and  four  from  influenza  Sixty  nine  cases  of  infectious 
disease  were  reported,  viz.,  twenty-four  under  and  forty-five  over  five 
years  of  age. 


IN  THE  THIRD  QUARTER. 

Twelve  deaths  from  notified  causes  were  registered,  viz.,  eight 
under  and  four  over  five  years  of  age.  Also  four  from  w hooping  cough 
and  ten  from  diarrhoea.  Two  hundred  and  fourteen  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  were  reported,  viz.,  seventy-five  under  and  one  hundred  and 
forty  four  over  five  years  of  age. 

IN  THE  FOURTH  QUARTER. 

Fifteen  deaths  from  notified  causes  were  registered,  viz.,  twelve 
under  and  three  over  five  years  of  age.  Also  six  from  measles,  nine 
from  whooping  cough,  ten  from  diarrhoea  and  two  from  influenza.  Two 
hundred  and  ninety  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  reported,  viz., 
ninety  four  under  and  one  hundred  and  ninety  six  over  five  years  of  age.

SMALLPOX. 

'Three  cases  only  have  occurred  in  the  District  during  the  past  year. 
They  were  all  in  the  Halesowen  Road.  The  first  case  was  reported  on 
July  4th,  at  16  r,  Halesowen  Road.  The  patient,  a  boy  aged  twelve 
years  was  admitted  into  the  hospital  the  same  day.  He  was  well  pro¬ 
tected  by  three  good  vaccination  marks,  had  a  very  mild  attack  of  the 
disease,  and  was  discharged  convalescent  on  August  2nd.  The  second 
case  was  reported  on  August  9th,  at  299,  Halesowen  Road,  and  was 
admitted  into  the  hospital  the  same  day.  'The  patient  was  a  servant 
girl  at  service  in  a  pawnbroker’s  shop  in  Dudley,  where  she  contracted 
the  disease.  She  was  protected  by  three  good  vaccination  marks,  had 
a  mild  attack  of  the  disease  and  was  discharged  on  September  3rd. 
The  third  case,  a  young  woman  aged  21.  at  No.  18,  Halesowen  Road, 
was  reported  on  September  17th,  and  was  admitted  into  the  hospital  the 
same  day,  She  had  two  indistinct  vaccination  marks.  She  had  a  severe 
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attack  of  the  confluent  type;  both  her  eyes  were  affected  and  for  a  con¬ 
siderable  time  her  sight  was  in  jeopardy.  She  made  a  protracted  con¬ 
valescence  and  was  discharged  on  November  2nd.  Although  all  these 
cases  occurred  in  the  same  street  I  could  not  trace  any  connection  be 
tween  them.  The  first  and  third  cases  were  unable  to  give  any  account 
of  how  they  contracted  the  disease.  The  second  case  undoubtedly  con¬ 
tracted  the  disease  at  her  situation  where  she  had  been  in  attendance  on 
a  member  of  the  family  who  was  offering  from  smallpox.  The  relations 
of  these  patients  one  and  all  refused  to  be  re  vaccinated  although 
strongly  urged  to  consent  to  it,  and  yet  none  of  them  took  the  disease. 
This  fact  speaks  well  for  the  method  of  immediate  isolation  of  the 
patient  followed  by  prompt  and  thorough  disinfection  of  houses  and 
clothing. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Five  hundred  and  forty  one  cases  have  been  reported  amongst  three 
hundred  and  fifty  two  families,  and  twenty  four  deaths  have  been  regis¬ 
tered,  from  this  disease.  This  shows  an  excess  of  three  hundred  and 
fifty  three  cases  over  those  for  last  year.  The  majority  of  the  cases 
have  been  of  a  very  mild  type,  hence  the  small  proportion  of  deaths  to 
the  numbers  attacked.  The  district  has  not  been  free  from  this  disease 
during  the  whole  of  the  past  year. — See  Tables  of  Distribution  of  In¬ 
fectious  Notifiable  Diseases.  During  the  first  half  of  the  year  the 
disease  was  scattered  pretty  evenly  throughout  the  parish,  but  in  July 
it  suddenly  assumed  an  epidemic  form  in  the  Lower  Division,  while  the 
Upper  Division  was  comparatively  free.  In  August  it  had  attained  such 
proportions  that  I  had  to  report  it  to  the  Local  Government  Board. 
The  following  is  a  copy  of  my  report. 

Rowley  Regis,  August  15th,  1895, 

To  the  Rt.  Hon.  the  President  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 
Sir, 

I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  prevalence  of  Scarlet 
Fever  in  the  parish  of  Rowley  Regis.  A  few  cases  were  reported 
in  February,  and  since  then  cases  have  been  reported  each 
month.  'The  following  list  shows  the  number  of  cases  of  sickness 
and  deaths  reported  up  to  August  10th. 

At  a  Council  Meeting  held  March  13th,  seven  cases  were  reported.

'Three  deaths. 
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This  gives  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  one  cases  re¬ 
ported,  out  of  which  five  deaths  occurred.  The  great  majority 
of  the  cases  are  of  a  very  mild  type.  I  am  taking  all  the  means 
at  my  disposal  for  preventing  the  spreading  of  the  disease,  viz  , 
confining  the  patients  to  their  homes  until  desquamation  has 
been  completed  Preventing  children  from  infected  houses  at¬ 
tending  any  schocl  or  public  assembly.  Disinfecting  by  steam 
disinfector  all  clothes,  bedding,  etc.,  and  disinfecting  all  infected 
houses  as  early  as  possible  after  the  convalescence  or  death  of 
the  patient.  A  free  distribution  of  disinfectants  and  a  strict  sur¬ 
veillance  over  all  notified  cases. 

This  disease  is  almost  exclusively  confined  to  the  Old  Hill 
and  Cradley  Heath  Wards.

Mr.  Chairman  &  Gentlemen, 


In  obedience  to  instructions  received  from  the  Clerk,  I  submit  to 
your  notice  a  report  on  the  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  parish. 
On  August  15th  I  reported  to  the  Local  Government  Board  that  an 
epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  existed  in  the  Cradley  Heath  and  Old  Hill 
Wards,  and  that  up  to  August  10th  one  hundred  and  fifiy-one  cases  had 
been  reported  and  five  deaths  registered.  The  following  is  a  wreekly  list 
of  the  number  of  cases  reported  and  deaths  registered,

This  makes  a  total  of  fifty-four  cases  reported  and  four  deaths,  or  a 
grand  total  of  two  hundred  and  five  cases  reported  and  nine  deaths. 

The  precautions  adopted  for  checking  the  spreading  of  the  disease 
are  the  same  as  reported  to  the  Local  Government  Board  on  Aug.  15th. 
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Since  that  date  a  conviction  has  been  obtained  against,  and  a  penalty 
of  twenty  shillings  and  costs  inflicted  on  a  person  for  exposing  a  child 
in  public  whilst  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever.

Copies  of  both  these  reports  were  sent  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  and  to  the  County  Council. 

The  disease  continued  to  spread  rapidly  in  the  Old  Hill  and 
Craeley  Heath  Wards,  and  in  the  Fourth  Quarter  appeared,  in  epidemic 
form,  in  the  Blackheath  ahd  Rowley  Regis  Wards. 

This  parish  is  not  worse  off  than  the  neighbouring  parishes  in  respect 
to  this  epidemic.  A  wave  of  Scarlet  Fever  appears  to  have  been  passing 
over  the  country  during  the  last  year  and  is  still  extending. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

Seven  cases  have  been  reported  amongst  five  families  and  one  death 
has  occurred.  With  the  exception  of  three  cases  occurring  in  the  same 
house  at  Tividale,  they  have  all  been  disconnected  and  the  disease  has 
been  of  a  mild  cype.  The  Tividale  cases,  No.  40,  Lower  Chapel  Street, 
were  probably  due  to  a  leaking  closet  apjoining  the  house.  The  one  at 
Garratt’s  Lane  was  due  to  an  offensive  closet  and  urinal.  The  one  at 
High  Street,  Cradley  Heath,  no  cause  could  be  assigned.  The  one  at 
Wright’s  Lane  was  complicated  with  Scarlet  Fever,  and  the  one  at  Gorsty 
Hill  was  attributed  to  an  offensive  drain. 


MEMBRANOUS  CROUP. 

Six  cases  of  this  disease  have  been  reported  as  occurring  amongst 
six  families.  Five  of  these  were  under  rive  years  of  age  and  one  over 
that  age. 

Four  deaths  have  been  registered  from  this  cause,  all  of  them  under 
five  years  of  age. 

They  were  all  isolated  cases  and  were  scattered  throughout  the 
district. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 


Twenty-one  cases  have  been  reported,  two  under  five  years  of  age 
and  nineteen  over  that  age,  amongst  seventeen  families.  I'he  cases  were 
scattered  over  the  whole  of  the  parish  except  in  the  Rowley  R.egis  Ward. 
Eight  were  at  Tividale,  three  at  Blackheath,  two  at  Old  Hill,  and  eight 
at  Cradley  Heath.  Six  of  the  Tividale  cases  were  of  so  mild  a  type  as 
to  be  scarcely  recognizable.  One  case  at  No.  57,  Dudley  Road,  died 
There  was  nothing  exceptional  in  the  surroundings  of  the  house.  One 
case  occurred  in  the  Tividale  Smallpox  Hospital  to  the  Matron’s  daughter, 
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a  broken  water  service  pipe  was  the  probable  cause.  Three  cases  at 
Blackheath — One  at  Darby  Street,  caused  by  impure  drinking  water,  One 
at  No.  84,  High  Street,  a  young  servant  girl  who  came  home  ill  from 
her  situation  and  died  within  a  few  days,  and  One  at  Waterfall  Lane,  for 
which  no  cause  could  be  assigned,  Two  at  Old  Hill — One  at  Lawrence 
Lane,  attributed  to  the  effluvia  from  Bearmoor  Nightsoil  Tip  and  neigh¬ 
bouring  pigstys,  and  One  at  Hayseech.  The  water  supply  for  this  hamlet 
is  almost  entirely  derived  from  a  spring  which  at  times  may  become 
polluted  by  the  manure  on  the  surrounding  land.  No  other  cause  was 
apparent.  Eight  at  Cradley  Heath — One  at  Cokeland  Place,  due  to  an 
offensive  ditch  and  contaminated  well,  One  at  High  Street,  Cradley 
Heath,  and  One  at  Providence  Street,  both  contracted  at  Quarry  Bank, 
Two  at  Scholding  Green,  due  to  a  large  uncovered  ashpit,  and  One  at 
No.  13,  Grainger’s  Lane  due  to  a  contaminated  well,  One  at  No  5, 
Foxoak  Street,  due  to  a  leaking  closet,  and  One  at  Grainger’s  Lane  due 
to  an  offensive  drain  and  a  leaking  closet. 

The  water  supply  to  all  these  houses  has  received  careful  attention 
and  the  other  sanitary  defects  have  been  rectified. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

Two  cases  have  been  reported,  both  died.  The  first  occurred  in 
January  at  Church  Road,  Rowley,  and  the  second  in  August  at  Hales¬ 
owen  Street,  Blackheath.  Every  precaution  was  taken  to  prevent  the 
disease  from  spreading  and  no  other  case  occurred. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Thirty-two  cases  have  been  reported  amongst  thirty  families,  and 
two  deaths  have  occurred,  They  were  scattered  over  the  whole  of  the 
district  and  do  not  call  for  any  special  mention. 

MEASLES. 

Eight  deaths  have  been  registered  from  this  cause.  As  this  disease 
is  not  included  in  the  notification  schedule  I  have  no  record  of  the 
numbers  attacked. 

During  the  first  Quarter  a  few  cases  were  scattered  throughout  the 
parish.  It  disappeared  at  the  end  of  March  until  the  latter  part  of 
October,  when  it  reappeared  in  the  lower  division  of  the  parish.  It  in¬ 
creased  very  rapidly  in  November,  and  in  December  it  became  epidemic 
in  the  Old  Hill  and  Cradley  Heath  Wards. 

It  was  so  prevalent  in  these  two  Wards  that  I  considered  it  advisable 
to  request  the  Managers  of  the  Endowed  School,  Reddal  Hill,  and  of 
the  Infant  Department  of  the  Board  School,  Old  Hill,  to  close  their 
schools  for  a  week  prior  to  the  Christmas  holidays,  as  the  disease  is  so 
easily  conveyed  from  person  to  person  bv  direct  infection.  I  reported 
the  occurrence  of  the  outbreak  and  my  action  in  closing  the  schools  to 
the  Local  Government  Board  and  to  the  County  Council  on  December 
23rd,  1895. 
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Copy  of  Report. 

Rowley  Regis,  Dec.  23rd,  1895, 

To  the  Rt.  Hon.,  The  President  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

Sir, 

I  beg  to  report  to  you  the  outbreak  of  a  number  of  cases  of  Measles 
in  the  Old  Hill  and  Cradley  Heath  Wards  of  the  Rowley  Regis  Urban 
Sanitary  District  I  have  no  reliable  returns  of  the  number  of  cases  as 
the  disease  is  not  included  in  the  Notification  Schedule,  but  the  effect 
on  the  attendance  at  two  schools  in  the  Old  Hill  Ward  was  so  marked 
as  to  induce  me  to  advise  the  Managers  of  the  two  schools  to  dose  them, 
viz  : — Reddal  Hill  Endowed  School,  and  the  Infant  Department  of  the 
Old  Hill  Board  Schools.  At  the  former  school  one  hundred  and  twenty 
children  out  of  six  hundred  and  ten  on  the  books,  and  at  the  Old  Hill 
Board  Schools  (Infant  Department)  two  hundred  children  out  of  four 
hundred  and  seventeen  on  the  books,  were  absent  on  account  of  some 
member  of  the  various  families  being  attacked  with  either  Measles  or 
Scarlet  Fever. 

The  Managers  at  both  schools  at  once  complied  with  my  request. 
The  Reddal  Hill  School  was  closed  on  the  morning  of  December  1 6th , 
and  the  Old  Hill  Board  School  on  December  1 8th,  and  will  not  be 
re-opened  uutil  January  6th,  1896.

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Twenty-five  deaths  under  five  years  of  age  have  been  registered. 
This  disease  is  not  included  in  the  Notification  Act.  It  has  been  pre 
valent  throughout  the  parish  during  the  whole  of  the  year  but  chiefly  in 
the  Lower  Division. 

DIARRHCE  A. 

'Phis  disease  has  been  prevalent  all  the  year,  throughout  the  whole 
of  the  parish.  'Twenty-four  deaths  have  been  registered,  twenty-two 
under  and  two  over  five  years  of  age.  I  have  no  account  of  the  number 
attacked.  It  was  most  fatal  during  the  months  ol  September,  October, 
and  November. 

INFLUENZA. 

Ten  deaths  have  occurred  from  this  disease,  all  over  five  years  of 
a<?e.  It  has  not  been  so  prevalent  as  in  the  last  five  years,  but  the  deaths 
are  much  in  excess  of  those  for  last  year.  A  number  of  cases  occurred 
between  March  and  the  end  of  May,  and  eight  deaths  were  registered 
during  that  time.  It  re-appeared  in  November  and  two  deaths  were 
registered  between  that  time  and  the  end  of  the  year.  It  occurred 
chiefly  amongst  children  and  young  adults,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases 
attacked  the  respiratory  organs. 
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The  following  table  shews  the  deaths  from  Zymotic  diseases  for 
the  last  thirteen  years. 


Causes  of  Death. 
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PREVENTIVE  MEASURES  ADOPTED. 

The  same  as  mentioned  in  my  previous  reports,  viz.,  visiting  each 
case  of  infectious  disease  as  soon  as  possible  after  notification,  and 
supplying  disinfectants  and  a  circular,  warning  the  patients  against  ex¬ 
posing  themselves  in  public  before  they  are  free  from  the  disease,  and 
before  their  clothing  and  houses  have  been  disinfected.  Removal  of 
all  Small  Pox  patients  to  the  hospital.  Preventing  children  from  infected 
houses  attending  school.  Disinfection  of  houses  by  sulphur  fumes  Car¬ 
bolic  acid  washing  and  lime  washing.  An  active  supervision  over  those 
suffering  from  infeciious  diseases,  to  prevent  them  from  exposing  them¬ 
selves  or  their  clothing  in  public.  Burial  of  all  excreta  after  the  addi 
tion  of  carbolic  acid  powder.  Free  distribution  of  disinfectants.  Free 
disinfection  of  all  clothes,  bed  clothes,  beds  and  all  other  arcicles  used 
in  connection  with  the  case,  by  our  steam  disinfector  and  a  frequent 
house  to  house  inspection.  Attention  to  the  watter  supply  and  to  the 
cleansing  of  drains  and  water  courses.  All  these  together  with  the 
supervision  over  drains,  privies  and  night  soil  removal,  and  a  continual 
inspection  of  the  district,  constitute  the  chief  means  at  our  command 
for  the  prevention  of  disease.  At  the  August  meeting  of  the  Council, 
verbal  instructions  were  given  for  stripping  and  disinfecting  all  houses 
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in  which  there  had  been  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  free  of  cost  to  the 
owners,  and  these  orders  were  confirmed  at  the  September  meeting. 
They  were  to  remain  in  force  until  the  end  of  December  and  then  be 
renewed  if  found  advisable.  Posters  have  been  circulated  throughout 
the  district  at  intervals,  giving  instructions  as  to  what  to  do  in  case  of 
anyone  being  attacked  with  infectious  disease. 
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epitome  of  sanitary  work  for  the  past  year. 

DEEP  DRAINAGE 

The  deep  sewerage  of  the  district  is  being  proceeded  with  and 
most  of  the  woik  in  the  Tividale  Ward  is  finished,  but  no  sewerage  can 
be  turned  into  the  pipes  until  the  work  is  actually  completed,  including 
the  outfall  works  in  course  of  construction  by  the  Main  Drainage 
Board. 

The  work  in  the  remaining  wards  cannot  be  proceeded  with  until 
the  Main  Drainage  Board’s  main  conduit  to  convey  sewage  to  the 
sewage  farm  is  completed.  I  understand  that  much  has  been  done 
since  last  year  by  the  joint  Board,  and  that  the  work  is  still  progressing 
with  all  possible  speed. 

SURFACE  DRAINAGE. 

Extra  men  are  still  employed  in  attending  to  the  open  ditches  and 
water  courses  throughout  the  parish.  Five  thousand,  five  hundred  and 
seven  yards  have  been  cleared  out,  and  one  thousand  and  forty-two 
yards  of  pipes  have  been  laid  during  the  year. 

NIGHT  SOIL  REMOVAL. 

This  is  still  done  by  contract,  and  although  considerable  improve¬ 
ment  is  shewn  in  the  conduct  of  the  work,  it  is  far  from  satisfactory. 
Great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  obtaining  suitable  tips.  Complaints 
are  made  of  the  nuisance  arising  from  some  of  the  tips,  and  of  the  night 
soil  being  tipped  in  unauthorized  places.  Last  April  an  extra  assistant 
inspector  was  appointed  to  look  after  the  privies  and  closets  in  the 
Upper  Division  and  since  then  complaints  of  delay  in  having  them 
emptied  have  been  less  frequent.  Two  new  tips  have  been  secured, 
one  at  Cradley  Pool  and  (me  at  Dudley  Wood.  A  former  tip  at  Corn- 
greaves  Road  has  been  closed. 

PAVING  FOOTPATHS. 

The  work  is  still  progressing,  much  to  the  benefit  of  the  parish. 
One  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty  five  yards  of  kerbing  and 
channelling  have  been  laid  during  the  year. 

LIGHTING  AND  WATERING  STREETS. 

Thete  is  no  increase  in  the  area  under  these  hrads 

UNSANITARY  AREAS. 

Tibbett’s  Gardens. — Nothing  of  any  importance  can  be  done  in 
this  locality  until  the  deep  drainage  is  completed.  Orders  have  been 
issued  by  the  Council  for  the  undermentioned  houses  to  be  thoroughly 
repaired  and  put  in  suitable  order  or  else  closed  as  unfit  for  human 
habitation. 
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No.  89  Granville  Road.  No.  76,  High  Street,  Blackheath.  Nos. 
34 — 35,  Mott  Street.  Nos.  1 — 2,  Foxoak  Street,  and  Nos.  46  &  47, 
Reddal  Hill  Road.  They  have  all  been  pat  in  tenantable  order  except 
Nos.  46 — 47,  Reddall  Hill,  which  on  account  of  some  error  in  the 
notice  enabled  the  owner  to  temporally  escape  compliance  therewith. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  condition  of  the  wells  throughout  the  district  is  still  receiving 
attention.  Samples  of  water  from  fifteen  of  them  have  been  analysed 
and  fourteen  of  them  have  been  condemned  as  unfit  for  use. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty  one  properties  have  been  supplied  with  the 
South  Staffordshire  Water  Works  Company’s  water. 

In  spite  of  all  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  Council  the  water  supply 
of  Turner’s  Hill  district  remains  unchanged.  An  effort  has  been  made 
to  get  the  mains  extended  either  from  Perry’s  Lake  or  Whiteheath  to 
the  lower  part  of  Portway  and  Throne,  but  without  success,  and  this 
part  of  the  parish  is  practically  without  any  reliable  water.  Two  springs 
and  a  number  of  surface  wells  are  the  only  sources  from  which  water 
can  be  obtained. 

Complaints  were  rife  last  winter  of  the  freezing  of  the  mains  in 
several  parts  of  the  district,  through  their  being  too  near  the  surface. 
Complaints  have  been  made  by  the  Council  to  the  Water  Works  re¬ 
specting  it. 


HOSPITAL  ACCOMODATION. 

The  hospital  at  Tividale  for  Smallpox  cases  is  the  only  one  we 
possess  at  present.  It  has  been  renovated  and  the  administrative 
block  enlarged.  Conferences  are  being  held  by  the  Staffordshire 
County  Council  and  the  Local  Authorities  as  to  building  hospitals, 
jointly  or  otherwise.  The  Council  is  concerned  in  this  question  and 
nothing  definite  can  be  stated  until  the  Conferences  terminate. 

MORTUARY. 

It  is  proposed  to  build  a  public  mortuary  as  soon  as  the  hospital 
question  is  settled, 

The  plans  are  prepared  and  ready  to  be  proceeded  with. 
POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS. 

A  Local  Government  Board  enquiry  was  held  at  the  Council  offices 
on  September  20th,  respecting  the  pollution  of  the  Tame  by  noxious 
and  poisonous  material  known  as  galvanizing  waste,  flowing  from 
Mr.  Wilcox’s  works  at  Tividale  into  one  of  its  tributaries.  The  offence 
was  proved  and  the  matter  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Council’s 
Solicitor. 
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INSPECTIONS  UNDER  FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS 

ACT. 

The  Council  has  taken  action  in  four  cases  reported  under  this  Act. 
The  causes  of  complaint  in  three  of  the  cases  have  been  insufficient 
closet  accommodation  where  two  sexes  are  employed.  The  causes  of 
complaint  have  been  removed' 

CONTRAVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 
(PREVENTION)  ACT. 

Mary  Jane  Dunn  was  convicted  and  fined  twenty  shillings  and 
costs  on  September  4th,  for  wilfully  exposing  her  child  whilst  suffering 
from  Scarlet  Fever. 


OVERCROWDING. 

Fourteen  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  brought  before  the 
notice  of  the  Council.  They  have  all  been  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

DISINFECTOR. 

This  apparatus  has  been  in  great  requisition  and  still  performs  its 
work  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner,  and  public  prejudice  against  it  is 
gradually  wearing  away.
